has served to point out a very alarming situation. 

There is no formal line of communication between 
Faculty Senate and the student body. 

While the Faculty Senate passes on matters that 
directly and vitally affect the entire student body , there 
has been little attempt made to inform the students of 
the changes; vfben they are made, why, by wiiom, or 
the decision-making process behind the changes. 

The "Flambeau" is now trying to alleviate this 
condition by asking the Faculty Senate to permit report- 
ers to cover the Senate meetings. 

However, this is not enough. 

Since the decisions of the Faculty Senate, for a large 
part, play such an important part in the academic life 
of the students; and since the purpose of the University 
is the education of these students; and since these stu- 
dents are' paying for an education that they want; and 
finally, since these students intelligently seek the best 
educational possibilities; then it would seem lexical 
that the Faculty Senate would wish to hear student ideas 
when considering legislation that concerns the student 
body. 

A faculty committee on student rules admitted this 
need last year when it asked for student help in evalu- 
ating the effectiveness and heed for many of the rules 
and social regulations concerning students at FSU. 

This kind of one-shot cooperation between the Fac-ulty 
Senate and the student body should be continued and 
instituted in the procedures of those Faculty Senate 
committees that deal with problems a:l^ecting the student 
body as well as the faculty. 

One faculty committee has already recognized the 
need. It is now up to the Faculty Senate to continue this 
recognition.

To the EdUon 

In the past several months I have 
heard a number of !9>eeches on the 
Vietnam situation, one debate, plenty 
of student and faculty discussion, 
read rqiorts ofPeace marches, also 
have read the two sets of Flambeau 
interviews and have followed the 
letters-to-the-editor dd)ate firom 
Jim Hunter's letter to the one by 
"Name Withheld" on Nov. 10, Such 
discussion and corcen: on this cam- 
pus and others certair h worthy 
of continued ir.!eTrs: arJ support 
from those of us jffected by the 
struggle in Vietnam — which, I agree, 
probably refers to a majority of the 
world's people. If the discussion is 
to he continued to an\ avail, though. 
1 think that there are several points 
which should be clarified to the bene- 
fit of those who have already written 
letters to the edltorof this paper and 
to those who will continue die dis- 
cussion in the future. 

"Fhe first Issue I would like to 
point out to both sides is that of 
"democracy' (and I have never 
counted the definitions that it has). 
There have been several references 
to Che faa that 80 or so percent 
of the people In South Vietnam would 
vote for a communist or Ho Chi 
Minh government if we would allow 
them to have a vote. My personal 
definition of democracy — which I 
think has some basis in the "ac- 
cepted" political thou|^ on both 
sides of the American debate — re- 
quires two pre-conditions: one, 
some knowledge of what a choice is 
all about, and two, a choice. Not 
Stei^ing <,'Ut of I cur.lis, I hope. I have 
lived in a rural Asian village (in 
Malaysia) as a teacher and have 
traveled to, and stayed for varying 
periods in, other rural areas In 
Thailand, Cambodia and The Fhllli- 
pines. 

I don't consider the people thereto 
be "ignorant, unwashed natives" — 
as one letter writer quite originally 
accused another of thinking, but due

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to cultural, religious ahd historical 
interests, plus the lack ({dease 
remember) of our modem tech- 
nology, people In Asian rural areas 
do not have the interests or the 
Information that we in the US have. 
Even in today's quite firmly estab- 
lished Asian democracies—for 
example Malaysia and The Phil- 
ippines — village people tend to 
"vote" in national elections as the 
local religious or hereditary leader 
suggests, and he is certainly not a 
prime example of anyone's demo- 
cracy. But such local leaders are a 
part of their tradition, and believe 
it or not, Americans, no one within 
that tradition has seen any immed- 
iate need to adopt 'democrac\" and 
throw out these leaders. Such In- 
tentions exist, undoubtably , but these 
ideas come from the West through 
two sources: .Marxism and colonial - 
ism, each with lis own definition of 
democracy. And where does It leave 
the rural villager In Asia today? 
By the strength of world circum- 
stances these people are being 
forced to accept Marxian "demo- 
cracy" or modem-European- 
American "democracy" sitnply as 
a matter of their survival in amiid 
of hostile can^s, and acxordtngio 
whichever reaches them first and 
most power&lly. Tbey do not know 
what Implications sudi a choice will 
have two or five or SO years from 
now, nor are they really concerned 
with that. Nor do diey really have 
any choice, since ea«A great force 
simply blots out the other. Both those 
saying "a vote today" and those 
replying "kill all Viet Cong sym- 
pathizers" should keep in mind, 
then, that democracy and freedom of 
choice has some meaning to you, 
but that it probably has little. !f any, 
meaning or relation to the isolated 
Vietnamese. 

Lee Kuan Yew, the Prime .Minister 
of Singapore, who, in my considera- 
tion, is one of the ablest politicians 
in Asia today, made an interesting 
remark following a dispute over one 
of our typical CI,\ blunders in his 
state.

Legality 



As we have mentioned earlier, one of the most basic 
concepts of government which must be applied to uni- 
versities is the principle of legality. 

Specifically, what is needed is a clear and forthright 
statement of student freedoms. 

(While some students probably thinic we have this 
at FSU, they are wrong. The cause of this confusion 
is a resolution, not an amendment or a statute, concerning 
student rights which was passed by Student Senate last 
year.) 

The purpose of a University administration is clear : 
its business is control, which often places it in conflict 
with a principle of legality. 

Because there are no checks on administrative po- 
wer in dealing with students, administrations are in the 
position of being able to make almost &ay sort of regu- 
lation. 

The result of this is that administrations not only 
make rules governing specific conduct, but also employ 
a concept directly opposed to the principle of legality. 

This is evident in such regulations at FSU as: "The 
University reserves the right to expel at any time a 
student whose conduct is deemed improper or prejudi- 
cial to the interest <rf the University community." 

However, this is not all. The regulation continue^ 
"Students who conduct themselves so as to reflect dis- 
credit upon themselves or the University, while away 
from Tallahassee and not under the direct authority of 
their parents , shall be liable for immediate suspension." 

In this case, the University has dropped the prett nst 
of nK>ral guidance in favor of the reality of public re- 
laticais. 

Let us consider two of the negative results of this 
rule. 

First, a student in maiqr cases cannot know if a given 

action will result in his being disciplined due to the 
ambiguous character of the rule. 

Second, because the University has indicated that it 
does not necessarily recognize the Bill of Rights in its 
dealings with students, there is no way to appeal the 
validity of a given rule since there is no statement of 
freedoms upon which to base such an appeal. 

This alone justifies the need for a studtent Bill of 
Rights. 

The only question that remains is whether it might 
not be better to insist that univeristy administrations 

recognize the same rights that are listed in the Con- 
stitution of the United States— to insist that the Uni- 
versity recognize the BUI of Rights.

Dr. Jackson Lee Ice, assoc. pro 
fessor of philosophy and religion, 
reviewed the moral aspects of the 
US stand in Vietnam in the following 
interview. 

Ice said he feels that the situation 
in Vietnam is a complex one in 
which easy solutions are naive. 

He said that several aspects of the 
Vietnam conflict disturb him. The 
first aspect is that the US govern- 
ment gives the impression that the 
faas of this struggle are clear. This 
impression is false. Ice said, sisoe 
the experts themselves are unsure 
of the true nature of the Vietnamese 
conflict. 

Another disturbing ampect of this 
situation is the feding diatanyooe 
who disagrees with the policy of the 
administration is ut^atriotic. This 
Intimidation is unhe^diy for demo- 
cracy, for it preveitts fitee discus- 
sion. 

Ice continued, saying that the cur- 
rent belief is uiat people with alter- 
native views should keep quiet. If a 
person does oppose the US policy in 
Vietnam,, he said, he is accused of 
being a Communist. 

A further implication which Ice said 
disturbs him is the belief that there 
are orJy two alternatives in this con- 
flict; I.e., to use force orto lie down 
and let the Communists take over. 

Ice said this belief shows the weak- 
ness and lack of imagination of the 
foreign policy of the US. 

The aspect of our stand in the 
Vietnamese conflict which Ice said 
disturbs him the most is the ideolo- 
gical pose that the US has adopted 
by sanctioning its actions in Vietnam 
as "morally necessary." 

He said this pose stems from naive 
liberalism and is an attempt at a 
pacifistlc and humanistic effort. 
This ideological stand has led to an 
unrealistic view of politics, accord-

Shortly after TTianksgiving 1 re- 
ceived a form letter from the Uni- 
versity Test Service of the School 
of Education informing me that 1 
"must" take the School and College 
Ability Test, which is required of 
all undergraduates. 1 was also ad- 
Vised that "the following make-up 
testing date has been esta- 
blished. . . " 

Bearing the signature of Thomas 
M. Gbolsby, PhD, Dlreaor, Univer- 
sity Test Service, the message also 
stated that I will not be allowed 
to register for any future trimester 



here at FSU if I do not make ttte 
"testing date." 

I replied, quite truthfully, that I 
had taken the SCAT test at my 
local Florida junior college in 1962 
(form I- A), and that the scores 
were duly recorded on my ofBcial 
transcript which is on file. 

Upon contacting the Personnel Re- 
cords Office in Westcott I was told 
that the form which I bad taken is 
no longer In use. and diatthe scores 
are not coordinated with the index 
of FSU norms. 

Now from my viewpoint it is the Job. 
the Any, and the responsibility of the 



University Testing Service to pro- 
perly interpret these scores. 

Since this situation is the obvious 
plight of many transfers to FSU who 
have taken the SCAT test at other 
colleges and who are technically 
ineligible to take a "make-up," 1 
recommend that the University take 
some positive action on this matter, 
such as working out a column of 
scores which can be coordinated with 
the newer method of scoring.

Baker said the press plays an im- 
portant role in the impact of demon- 
strations, "b is important to set 
ground ndes and cooperate with the 
press. 

"If you do this, they will play fair 
with you and it will go a long way in 
eliminating false charges of police 
brutality," he said. 

The Selma police head said a con- 
stant communication must be main- 
tained with leaders of tlie demon- 



strations in order for die law ea- 
forcement agencies to secure con- 
trol of the events. 
Anodier inq^wrtant aqiea of con- 
trolling demonstrations is to urge 
local citizens to stay away from 
the area where they aretakingplace 
and to keep other antsconlBtlc groups 
in contrx)l, he said. 

Summing up his talk on civil dis- 
obedience. Baker said a well-trained 
police force wozlcing in an impartial, 
professional manner is a necessity 
for any community where demon- 
strations are taking place. 

"No longer are demonstrations 
confined to one area and group, and 
cities tliroughout the country will 
have to meet the problems of civil 
disobedience protesting everything 
from Vietnam and the courts to 
federal legislation."

Cooperation between Faculty Senate and the student 
body through formal channels is not a totally radical 
concept at FSU. since the Faculty Senate itself ap- 
proved of a mutual faculty-stuctent effort at curriculum 
study in 1961. 

At that time. Student Body President Carl Butler 
presented a proposal to both the Council of Deans and 
the Faculty Senate School Curriculum Committees and 
a University-wide Curriculum Evaluation Council. 

Butler asked for these committees on the grounds that 
there was an increasing desire on the part of students 
to participate in the academic affairs of the University. 

Both faculty and administration showed their agree- 
ment with Butler when they approved of the curriculum 
stuGty boards, which were to be advisory bodies. 

Although these curriculum boards, for reasons still 
under investigation, have lain dormant throuiih three 
subsequent Student Government administrations, stu- 
dent interest in participating in academic affairs has 
been very much alive. 

The "Flambeau's" campaign to open Faculty Senate 
to student reporters is only one indication of this in- 
creasing student concern about the University's aca- 
demic administration. 

Faculty Senate recognized and encouraged such con- 
cern several years ago when it approved of the curri- 
culum boards. We ask it to again showthat kind of wis- 
dom by being receptive to students' ideas today, begin- 
ning with the "Flambeau's" request.

To die Editor 

I would very much llice to comment, 
if I may, on a recent letter that was 
printed in the Nov. 22 issue of the 
Flambeau. The writer of the letter

I should like to 
make these suggestions: Perhaps 
the cause of mankind is a spiritual 
deliverance from the futilities of 
life; perhaps it entails the fieediag 
of the starving masses of ourworid; 
perhaps the cause of mankind is the 
education of all the peoples of the 
world. I would personally like to 
think that it involves all these things. 
And how are we to answer the ques- 
Uon, "how can we best serve the 
cause of mankind?" Again, this Is 
a question for the most perspica- 
cious among us. We must collect 
the keenest minds of our d,iy and 
seek advice in every promising 
direction. Phis is not a time for 
ir:ipulsive action.

After a month of campaigning to open Faculty Senate 
to student reporters, it appears that many students 
still do not realize the importance of wtiat the "Flam- 
beau" is trying to do. 

The paper's effort to cover Faculty Senate is but 
one manifestation of a major movement in universities 
today: to more deeply involve students in the active 
affairs of the university. 

In a way, the "Flambeau's" campaign is the symbolic 
beginning of the overall movement at FSU. 

Two previous beginnings have been made by Student 
Government; one still bom. and the other greatly 
hampered by faculty opposition. These other attempts 
were the student curriculm evaluation committees and 
student evaluation of faculty. 

All tiiree proposals reflect today's students' interest 
in the kind and quality education they are receiving. 
As mature and thoughtful students, their prime concern 
is making sure that they are getting the kind of educa- 
tion that will best prepare them for today's demands. 

This is just as important for tbe liberal arts as for 
the sciences. 

The student curriculm committees and faculty evalua- 
tion are only two of the ways that Student Ciovemment 

can assure student participation in academic affairs. 

As the University news medium, the "Flambeau" 
can best reflect this desire for involvement by reporting 
the decisions and the decision-making process of 
Faculty Senate. 

Students are not asking for the right to dictate 
University policy, but only that the University adminis- 
tration and faculty recognize the students' interest in 
their education and set up formal channels for expres- 
sion of students' ideas.

To the EditoR 

I was flattered to learn that Mr. 
Fred MdTonald felt a "strong oom- 
puislon to add his two cents wonh" 
to my disagreement with Mr. Jen- 
nings vrtddi occurred early last 
October.

FSU amassed the second highest 
scoring total in the school's his- 
tory and Inflicted the worst defeat 
on any team ever, whipping Tampa 
121-57 last night in Tully G\m. 
It was the third straight win for the 
Seminoles with everyone on the 
team contributing to the scoring 
effon. 

The first three minutes of play 
resembled a sluggish seesaw con- 
test, with both sides beginning slow- 
ly.

The Tribe broke the Tampans' 
badcs with a pidced-off Spartan pass 
that fell into Darrel Stewart's hands. 
Stewart started to run down the 
court and shoved the ball to fellow 
guard Jim Lynle under the goal for 
a two-on-one fast break. 

After that, the Seminoles caught 
fire. Relying on a strong running 
attack and a well-containing zone 
defense, the Tribe grabbed off ever> 
ball that came Its wty and scur- 
ried down the floor. 

The Serilnoles ended up with a blis- 
tering 60,9 shooting percentage for 



the half. The Tampa attack was 
throttled on 21.4 in the first period.

hand. She was very cooperative. 

I was lucky; I heard a lot of interns 
complain about overtearing dlr^ 
ectlng teactiers," she said. 
The hardest adjustment, die con- 
tinued, was in realizing that she was 
no longer the student but was now 
responsible both to and for. other 
students. 

It is necessary to get the confid- 
ence of die children die first few 
days. I found it wise to begin by 
being firm and then slack off. Other- 
wise, you'll lose your class and 
never get it back." 

Discussing the intemsh^ program 
at FSy, she said she felt the edu- 
cational classes were't realistic 
situations. 

"They were perfect classes.

He has also been awarded the 
Outstanding Civilian Service Medal 
and Citation by the Dqpt. of the 
Army. 

He has been dialrman and is pres- 
ently a member of the Military 
Affairs Committee of the American 
Bar Assoc. 

Since he became a full-time pro- 
fessor, he has taught a wide range 
of subjects. He is best known for 
his teachings on the subject of evi- 
dence. He is author of "The Law 
of Evidence," a textbook which has 
gone through two editions and sev- 
eral printings. 

He As(' h,.s an International reput- 
ation fiir his ability to recnilt out- 
standing faculty members. 

Ladd is a member of Phi Beta Ka|)- 
pa, OnJer of the Coif (distinguidied 
le^al honorary), an honorary mem- 
ber of Omlcron Delta Kujpa and Phi 
Delta Pi.

Mr. Burn- 
ham has written only three books to 
my knowledge, two of which were 
written in the early 1940's (his 
so-called radical period), and nei- 
ther of which could even remotely 
be called communist or Marxist. 

They are both arguing the inevit- 
ability of elitism in one foirni of 
the other (e.g., managerlalism), and 
they are more properly fascist than 
communist, if tliey are ideological 
at all. But then, peiiiq>s Mr. John- 
son makes no distinction between 
fascism and communism, since they 
are both undemocratic and un- 
amerlcan. 

What distresses me most about 
Mr. Johnson's "arguments" is his 
ag^axm conviction diat Aere is a 
"right way" and a "wrong way" 
of seeing die world and the social 
ordo:. Mr. Johnson obviously con- 
fuses Marxism widi communism 
(Just as he made no distinction 
between Marx's propt^andlstic 



wbrits and his mature theoretical 
worits in his original letter some 
mondis ago). 

Mr. Johnson's real concern, it 
seems to me, is with "totalitar- 
ianism" more than with any un- 
amerlcan ideology per se. His tir- 
ade of complaints with the Stal- 
inist regime is equally applicable 
to the Hitler regime of Nazi Ger- 
many. Mr. Johnson has not listed 
one criticism of either Marxism 
or communism that is applicable 
to them as either an economic 
and social doctrine or as an ideo- 
logy. 

Rather he has listed several crit- 
icisms or complaints with totalit- 
arianism and anti-humanitarian 
aas. I fully agree with Mr. John- 
son in these criticisms or com- 
plaints. 1 abhor totalitarianism and 
uphold humanitarianism, but — al- 
though 1 am not a Marxist or a 
communist — I do feel that the writ- 
ings of any man are deserving of 
"sympathedc" attention before his 
ideas are rejected, or criticized 
so vehemendy. 

The whole tone of Mr. Johnson's 
letter is strongly emotional (as 
was my last letter) and of a highly 
normative content. There is a dif- 
ference between arguments and op- 
inions, a difference of which Mr. 
Johnson apparently is unaware, as 
he can only refer to authorities 
that support his views, but falls 
to reconstruct even one of their 
"unassailable Indictments." 

I do not want Mr. Johnson to think 
1 am unamerlcan, or a leftist, or 
a "pinko," simply because 1 do 
not share his convictions and appre- 
hensions, because 1 do not vehem- 
ently denounce all conflicting doc- 
trines, and because 1 am not run- 
ning for " super-patriot of the year,* ' 
as I am not threatened by non- 
democratic or anti- democratic doc- 
trines or ideologies.

FSU has received a $70,400 grant 
from the National Science Found- 
ation for the support of a program 
of graduate study for junior college 
mathematics Instructors. 

Grants will be announced in April 
for 10 Junior college teachers 
throughout the country.

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Cooperation Key 
Says Champion 

Florida's atat* untvmitles are 
coqperatively atretddngevery asset 
to carryouteffectlvelyandefficlent- 
ly educational responsibilities to the 
rising mindwrs of students, FSU 
President Jcdm E. Chairfilon said 
today. 

In an address to the Rotary Club of 
Pensacola, Champion said "greater 
mutual understanding and greater 
cooperation for the exchange of ideas 
and for sharing problems and their 
solutions among the universities are 
being fostered through Inter- institu- 
tional committees such as the Coun- 
cil of Presidents, the Council on 
Academic Affairs and the Council 
of Student Deans." 

Champion said the Board of Re- 
gents along with the Council of Pres- 
idents is today engaged in develop- 
ing a master plan for Florida's 
state universities. 

"In order to avoid costly and un- 
necessary duplication, decisions are 
being made relative to the role and 
scope of the functions and activities 
of eadi of our universities," Cham- 
pion said. "WhUe working with all 
of the odier institutions, each uni- 
versity is at the same time devel- 
oping new programs to meet die 
needs of our people." 

Champion cited as examples die 
establidunent of a SdMol of 
Engineering Science and a College 
of Law at FSU, and planning for 
programs in dentistry and veterin- 
ary medicine at the U of F. 

Champion said the State univer- 
sities are making educational oppor- 
tunities available to more people, 
not only on the campuses but in 
various communities throughout the 
State when no imtversittes are lo- 
cated. 

Noting that enrollment in State Uni- 
versities now is 44,000 -- a 63 per- 
cent increase in ;ust six years 
Champion said, "While we are 
pleased with these enrollment in- 
creases because they reflect the 
fact that more andmoreof our young 
men and women are taking advantage 
of the educational opportunities pro- 
vided for them, we are also con- 
cerned. 

"We are concerned because we lack 
sufficient numbers of faculty, suffi- 
cient facilities, instructional ma- 
terials and nifficlent material to 
provide hl^st quality education for 
diis ever-increasing ramd>er of stu- 
dents. 

"We at FSU, along widi our col- 
leagues in the other universities, 
are stretching every asset we pos- 
sess — every tool at our command — 
every resource available to us 
whether It be men, money or ma- 
terials -- we are stretching all of 
these to the breaking point in order 
to carry out effectively and effi- 
ciently our educational mponaiUI- 
Itles," he continued. 

Champion said that to provide su- 
perior instruction for students, to 
undertake vital research projects 
and to engage in a variety of ser- 
vices, the State university system 
is attracting to Florida a distin- 
guished group of scholars. 

"These men and women could work 
shoner hours, receive considerably ' 
higher salaries, and enjoy Innumer- 
able fringe benefits in other fields 
of endeavor — or at institutions of 
higher learning elsewhere," he said. 
"But they are here because tliey 
like the academic life ~ because 
they like to teach. 

"They are here because they want 
to be a part of a university and a 
university system that can, thatwlll 
move forward," he continued. 

"However, If we want to keep these 
distinguished faculty members, we 
know that the day Is now at hand 
when we are going to have to fight 
to keep them," Champion remarked. 
"We're going to have to fight fire 
with fire. 

"We're going to have to offer our 

faculties not Just conditions of em-

Champion said recent Improve- 
ments in the State university sys- 
tem — a newly created Board of 
Regents and a chancellorship —

in the area of securing revised fiscal 
procedures, "we have not enjoyed 
as much success," he said. 
Champion said that as early as 
January, 1964, he stated to a Flor- 
ida Legislative Council subcommit- 
tee that "... It Is urgent for each 
institution to have budgetary discre- 
tion and flexibility. 
"... Time that I should be pending 
with my faculty helping to develop 
improved instructional praalces, 
helping to develop new programs to 
meet the needs of our students, time 
that 1 should be spending with stu- 
dents discussing their problems ~ 
their goals ~ time that I should 
be spending with my administrative 
staff helping to develop long-range 
goals for our University and help- 
ing to develop Improved management 
praalces valuable time that can- 
not be recaptured — must be spent 
all too often on administrative minu- 
tiae," he said. 
"We believe that the onl\ way we 
can solve this majorproblemof lack 
of discretion and flexibility with all 
of its significant ramifications is 
for reasonable men and women of 
good will to develop a full under- 
SUnding of the problem and then to 
work together toward its solution. 
"We anticipate continued improve- 
ments in this important aspect 
of h^i^ education," he said.
